Kona, Hawail, April 18 (By A. 


was completely wiped out 
this morning by an avalanche of 
lava that burst forth from the vol- 
cano Mauna Loa. Ten to fifteen 
homes were engulfed, but there is 
no report what became of the in- 
habitants. 

Hoopuloa was one of the few 
typical Hawaliian villages remain- 
ing. It comprised a cluster of from 
ten to fifteen homes of the old Ha- 
walian style, numbering a popula- 
tion of approximately 100 persons. 
A flood of molten rock pouring 
out from the crater struck the sea 
at 6:21 a. m., starting the ocean 
boiling several hundred feet out at 
sea, 

Plunging into the water just 
south of Hoopulod, the lava turned 
in the direction OT Kona, filling the 
bay and completely burying the 
landing and from ten to fifteen 
homes located in the vicinity. 

All houses and the wharf at 
Hoopuloa were engulfed under 50 
feet of lava, the postoffice being the 
last building to go. It burst into 
flames at 8:30 p. m. 


Pray to Fire Goddess. 


As the streams of lava, which 
flowed from an 8,000-foot level in 
approximately four days, § ap- 
proached the ocean Saturday after- 
noon it split into two branches. 
Eight hundred feet from the water 
one stream turned toward Hoopuloa 
and the other started in the direc- 
tion of Milolii. 

Old Hawaiian Kahunas started in- 
cantations in the ancient form of 
appeal to Pele (a Hawaiian fire god- 
dess associated with the volcano 
Kilauea) not to destroy their homes 
any more. 

Their appeal failed to stop the 
flow, as a steady onrush of lava con- 
tinued its course of destruction. 
Army airplanes arrived a few 
hours after the village was wiped 
out, but were unable to locate the 
flow definitely because of the dense 
steam and smoke. The aviators re- 
ported the heat was intense at an 
elevation of 3,000 feet. Huge 
clouds of steam hung over the 
ocean, rising to a height of several 
hundred feet.

' Serum to Combat All 
Bacteria Toxins Seen 


Chicago, Ill., April 18 (By A 
P.).—A serum which will guard 
against all diseases in which 
bacteria toxins are present, such 
as diphtheria, and pneumonia, 
may become one of the weapons 
of medical science in the near 
future. 

Three scientists, Dr. Arthur 
Locke of the University of Chi- 
cago, and Dr. E. F. Hirsch, and 
Miss Edna Ruth Main of St. 
Luke's hospital, are secking to 
apply the theory which they 
have evolved after long expert- 
mentation. 

Serums now in use are effec- 
tive for only one disease, Dr. 
Locke explains, and many diffi- 
culties result. Valuable time is 
often lost determining even the 
general disease to be dealt with. 
A serum effective against all 
bacteria toxins could be applied 
| at once, he points out.

THRONGS SEE FATAL 
LEAP FROM AIRPLANE 


Man Who Volunteers to Do 
Stunt Falls on Back 
and Is Killed. 


Vero Beach, Fla., April 18 (By 
A. P.).—A leap from an airplane 
into the ocean as a stunt in an air 
circus this afternoon killed Jewell 
W. Bell, 24, of Louisville, a volun- 
teer performer. Several thousand 
persons on shore witnessed the ac- 
cident. 

Bell dropped from the lower wing 
of the plane which was driven by 
Roy A. Hearn, stunt pilot, and fell 
50 feet into the water. 

He struck the surface on his back 
and ricohetted about twenty feet. 
The body did not appear on the sur- 
face again. Efforts to locate it were 
unsuccessful. 

Bell is said to have had no experi- 
ence as an aviator. When he learn- 
ed that a friend was to make a para- 
chute drop, Bell was said to have 
asked to be allowed to do a trick, 
saying he once dived into the Ohio 
river from a fast train.

Two bullets pilerced Gold- 
berg’s brain. The gunmen escaped. 


Partner Was Slain, 


Goldberg was a partner of Meyer | 
Albert, of the “‘Little Augie” gang, 
who was killed in Attorney street | 
last year. 

The warfare started in 1923 
when Louis Schwartzman, “The 
Midget,’’ was killed as he sat with 
his sweetheart on the steps of his 
home in Rutgers street. Police

Kaplan was arrested for the 
shooting, but was discharged...

The opening of the official confer- 
| ence at Oujda, whereby it was 
hoped to terminate the Moroccan 
‘strife and bring peace to the land, 
-has been postponed, without date. 
This conference was to have been 
‘held tomorrow. 

| The Riffians decline to permit 
French and Spanish troops to ad- 
vance 7 kilometers along the front 
\as a military guarantee of good 
faith and also object to the pro- 
posed terms for the exchange of 
prisoners. 

The French and Spanish delega- 
itions have. granted, the Riffians 
three days’ delay for definite ac- 
ceptance or refusal of the terms 
offered, and it is still hoped that 
a resumption of the war may be 
avoided. 

It is learned on good authority 
that the Spaniards insisted not only 
that Abd-el-Krim depart from the 
Riff, but that he be not permitted 
to reside in any Moslem country. 

The Riffian delegates stoutly ob- 
jected, arguing that this was totally 
different from the original terms 
submitted to them.

Chicago, April 18 (By A. P.).— 
Five persons are dead, three can not 
live and twelve others are in hos- 
pitals nursing injuries here today 
as a result of two fires that ter- 
minated revelry carried into the 
early hours of Sunday morning. 

A gallon can of kerosene exploded 
at the climax of a birthday party, 
showering the guests with liquid 
fire and fatally injuring four of 
them. 

A four-story brick building was 
swept by flames which originated in 
a drinking party. Three occupants 
of this building were killed, a fire- 
man fatally injured and six others 
were rushed to the hospital. 


Drugs Are Found. 


Quantities of drugs and hypo- 
dermic needles were found at the 
scene of the second fire, and Patrick 
Roche, Federal narcotic agent, 
started an investigation after de- 
claring it had been found to be the 
headquarters of a number of nar- 
cotic addicts. 

Some of the tenants of the build- 
ing appeared to be dazed, accord- 
ing to firemen and policemen, and 
fought their rescuers before they 
could be taken to safety. One 200- 
pound man jumped from the third 
story and struck a ladder on which 
firemen were carrying a victim to 
the ground. It snapped, causing 
one of the deaths and fatal injuries 
to a fireman. 


Oil Thrown on Fire. 


At the birthday party, Mrs. Frank 
Smagaczak hurled the contents of 
a gallon can of kerosene into a 
stove when the room grew cool. 
Ten guests at the table nearly were 
deluged with the burning liquid as 
it exploded. They were rushed to a 
hospital where two of them died. 
Two others were found to be burned 
so seriously they can not live and 
a fifth, Frank Smagaczak will be 
permanently blinded if he recovers. 

His wife, who caused the ex-

In introducing Bishop Freemaa, 
Mrs. Cook referred to the patriotic 
pilgrimage made by the delegates 
earlier in the afternoon to the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier at Arling- 
ton. Headed by their national of- 
ficers the delegates had journeyed 
to Arlington to lay wreaths on the 
tomb and to stand in silent prayer 
at the grave of the lad who, as 
Bishop Freeman expressed it, was 
the “son of every mother in 
America.”’ 

Mrs. Cook said: ‘“‘Such patriotic 
pilgrimages as the one from which 
we have just returned remind us 
that our heroes are never dead as 
long as their memory survives. To 
America’s patriots who have gtven 
that most precious meed of service. 
the gift of life itself for the sake of 
the inherent rights of free men, not 
only we of America but the peoples 
of the earth owe new concepts of 
human liberty, justice and equality 
and the blessings of a world made 
safe for democracy. 

‘“‘Here is an atmosphere redolent 
of high and complete consecration 
of early Americans to their duty. 
Let us who are their descendants 
seek spiritual guidance that we ma\ 
the more worthily dedicate our- 
selves in word and deed to tha! 
which is finest and best in the life 
of our times.”’

Capacity to make operative the 
| laws of America and to maintain 
| the moral ideals of the nation. 


Uurges Return to Old Ways. 


“The great problem for you 
| Daughters of the American Revolu- 
| tion is to lead the return of the 


American home to wholesome ways, 
old ways of decency and refinement 
and high spiritual and moral 
ideals. 

“I believe there is enough power 
in your great patriotic society to 
regenerate the ways of the indi- 
vidual and social habits of America. 
I have unfailing confidence in the 
wisdom and sagacity of American 
women to exercise a determining 
influence in the future which will 
lead us back to the wholesome 
ways by which we came to our 
greatness and our power.” 

Last night was devoted to infor- 
mal gatherings of the delegations, 
and reunions of veteran delegates 
to the Continental Congresses. Pea- 
cock alley in the Willard, as usual, 
was the main gathering place of 
the delegates, which by 9 o’clock 
had become so crowded that it was 
difficult to move through the crowd 
of women congregated there. 

Eighteen hundred delegates had 
registered at the booths, which will 
be kept open at the auditorium, by 
6 o’clock last night. This is an un- 
usually large number to arrive so 
early, and it is thought that the 
attendance of delegates and alter- 
nates will even exceed the _  esti- 
mated number of 4,000 predicted 
earlier in the week. Many of the 
State delegations arrived by special 
trains, and for the most part were 
quartered together at various 
hotels.

LOCAL INVESTIGATIONS, 

The controversies in the House of Represent- 
atives over Commissioner Fenning’s connec- 
tion with the estates of war veterans have 
iroadened into a demand for a general inves- 
tigation of the District government. ‘Nae 
llouse committee in charge of veterans’ legis- 
lation has decided to make an inquiry into. 
Commissioner Fenning’s record as guardian 
of veterans, while the House committee on the 
District of Columbia~ proposes to investigate 
the District government. 

It is just as well that the inquiries should 
he made. The District authorities doubtless 
will welcome an investigation. And if the in- 
quiry should be made by a joint committee of 
the House and Senate, the community would 
have some hope that the long-standing dispute 
regarding the contributions by the Federal 
sovernment and local taxpayers would be ad- 
justed. 

The inquiry info Commissioner Fenning’s 
suardianship of war veterans can not fail to 
bring out the truth, thereby setting at rest the 
rumors which have been so freely circulated jn 
the House. The charges made against Mr. 
Fenning, if untrue, are doubly unjust, because 
there is no tribunal into which he can hale 
his accusers. By means of the House investi- 
gation he can properly defend himself. He 
is now entitled to a full hearing. The House, 
Which has listened to the accusations against 
him, ought to have from its committee a full 
report, including his defense.

RHODE ISLAND'S ESTATE TAX. 

Reports from Rhode Island state that law- 
vers, bankers, business men and members of 
the Rhode Island legislature are very much ex- 
ercised over a bill before the legislature in- 
creasing the State’s inheritance tax laws to a 
point where the State may take full advantage 
of the clause in the Federal revenue act of 
1926, which grants credits up to 80 per cent 
- of the Federal inheritance tax to an estate 
paying a State inheritance tax. 

The debate over the proposed State inheri- 
tance tax law increasing the State tax to com- 
ply with the provisions of the Federal law re- 
vives the sharp discussion in both houses of 
Congress, when the 1926 Federal inheritance 
tax was agreed to against powerful opposition. 

Rhode Island is the first State to attempt to 
comply with the Federal law, which invites 
States to raise inheritance taxes in order that 
the Federal credit may be sufficient to offset 
ihe State tax. Of the proposed bill the Provi- 
dence Journal says: 

In spite of all that its sponsors have 
said for it, the truth can not be success- 
fully challenged that Rhode Island will 
sacrifice its historic principles of local 
sovereignty to a mere policy of opportun- 
ism if the State legislature should pass 
this. bill. How can this Commonwealth 
honestly protest against Federal én- 
croachment upon its fundamental liber- 
ties when it joins hands with Congress in 
thrusting upon us a State inheritance 
measure that, in the final analysis, was 
dictated from Washington rather than vol- 
untarily written in Providence” 

The question is raised in Rhode Island, as it 
was raised in Washington—can a State afford 
to subscribe to the principle of Federal trans- 
gression of the rights of a State “‘for any mess 
of pottage?’’ 

It seems probable that the matter of the 
Federal inheritance tax may be revived in the 
next session of Congress.

INDIANS ON THE RAMPAGE. 

Indians on the Klamath reservation in Ore- 
von threaten to go on a rampage and make 
trouble for white residents. Senators and 
members of the House have been appealed to 
vnd the Indian. service here has been asked ‘to 
take immediate steps to check the riot of 
drunkenness and carousing by tribesmen. 
Many minor violations of law have been re- 
ported to the Ilamath county prosecutor. The 
whole trouble seems to have arisen over a re- 
cent circuit court decision which declares that 
the Indians are subject to arrest only by Fed- 
eral officers. Local and State authorities have 
no power under this decision, apparently, to 
restore order, and the young Indians are tak- 
ing full advantage of their opportunity. 

The government, of course, will take steps 
at once to meet the situation.

NEUTRALIZING TACNA AND ARICA. 


Secretary Kellogg has proposed to Chile and 
Peru that they agree upon the neutralization 
of Tacna and Arica, either independent 
the protectorate of South 
states, or that they consent to the transfer of 
the provinces to a South American state not a4 
party to the controversy. 

Mr. Kellogg in a public statement announ- 
has been

The neutralization of Tacna and Arica scems 
to be the only practicable method of settling 
the dispute. There is no prospect that the 
plebiscite will be held, in view of the non- 
registration of Peruvian voters, which was 
ordered by Peru at the suggestion of Secre- 
tary Kellogg when the tender of his good of- 
flices was accepted. Chile declined to suspend 
registration, but entered into the negotiations 
which have been seeking another method of 
adjusting the dispute. The plebiscite, there- 
fore, would be a one-sided proceeding whose 
either to 
Peru or the arbitrating authority. 

lt has been found impossible to bring abou! 
conditions in Tacna and Arica which would 


assure a full and fair vote, in the opinion of 


Peru; and the American authorities acknowl- 
edge that there is no likelihood of establish- 
ing conditions acceptable to both parties. 

The transfer of Tacna and Arica to a “South 
American state not a party to these negotia- 
tions,’’ meaning Bolivia, with suitable appor- 
tionment of compensation and appropriate 
economic arrangements, might put an end to 
the dispute between Chile and Peru if it could 
be effected, but probably the suggestion will 
be eliminated from the negotiations on account 
of insuperable obstacles. <A large proportion 
of public opinion in Peru regards Bolivia as a 
satellite of Chile, and the transfer of the prov- 
inces to Bolivia would be almost as objection- 
able as a transfer direct to Chile. 

By constituting Tacna and Arica a neutraliz- 
ed state, under the protectorate of all South 
America, the question of Bolivia’s eventual 
access to the sea would be simplified, and Chile 
and Peru would be relieved of the embarrass- 
ments attending the maintenance of a common 
frontier. Each nation can well afford to ac- 
cept Secretary Kellogg’s suggestion, which he 
offers ‘‘in the interest of international peace 
and a cordial rapprochement between the 
parties.” 

While Chile is in possession of Tacna and 
Arica, it must not be forgotten that she occu- 
pies the territory with Peru’s consent, ex- 
pressed in the treaty of Ancon. The plan for 
a plebiscite contemplated by that treaty having 
proved to be impracticable, and both parties 
having rejected suggestions that the territory 
by surrendered or divided, the only remaining 
equitable solution of the problem is to neu- 
tralize the territory and place it under the pro- 
tection of the South American states. This 
settlement would do justice to all concerned, 
and would demonstrate the good faith and 
friendship of the United States toward both 
parties. 

Although Mr. Kellogg has merely proposel 
this settlement in the form of a “‘suggestion,’’ 
he would be fully warranted in taking a firm 
stand in its behaif. The prestige of the United 
States is now involved in the Tacna-Arica dis- 
pute. Both chile and Peru are under an obli- 
gation to the United States to pursue the pend- 
ing negotiations to an amicable and mutually 
satisfactory conclusion. All other plans having 
been examined and found wanting, the two con- 
testants can not bring a conclusive argument 
against the neutralization plan if they are 
sincerely desirous -of settling their dispute. 
The plan does not ~2vound national susceptibili- 
ties. It does not enable either country to claim 
an advantage or protest against a wrong. It 
affords an opportunity hereafter for considera- 
tion of Bolivia’s desire to have access to the 
séa, under conditions acceptable to Chile and 
Peru. And it provides a method whereby the 
United States may withdraw with dignity from 
an embarrassing situation.

The Federal Trade Commission has decided 
that the effect of the enforcement of the re- 
sale price maintenance policy is to prevent 
dealers fron selling goods at such prices as 
might be warranted by market cdnditions.

AMENDING THE BANKRUPTOY ACT. 

During the 20 years prior to 1898, following 
the repeal of the old act in the late seventies, 
there was no Federal bankruptcy law. _In- 
solvency cases were handled by State courts, 
with the result that interstate credits were un- 
satisfactory. Some of the States permitted 
debtors to ‘‘prefer’” one class of creditors over 
others, usually relatives. The laws of one 
State in the matter of the collection of debts 
differed materially from those of an adjoining 
State. Uniform credit accounts were impos- 
sible, fraud and chicanery were rampant in 
many communities, and chaos was threatened. 
In June, 1898, the two houses of Congress 
finally adjusted their differences and enacted 
the law which President McKinley signed on 
the first of July of that year. It has remained 
as the national bankruptcy act without amend- 
ment for nearly 30 years. But there have been 


many complaints against certain provisions of * 


the law, almost since the first year of its 
operation.

Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, has also 
offered an amendment which would authorize 
an approprmate structure for the United States 
Supreme Court, now located in the Capitol. 
Perhaps it would be better to. provide for the 
enlargement of the Capitol itself, according 
to the plans generally agreed upon several 
years ago. This enlargement would make 
ample and suitable room for the Supreme 
Court.
